taxes and discriminatory tariffs

ment Is but a new manifestation of the forces whi^h produced 
the Greenbacks, the Granger?, the Farmers' Alliance and the 
Populists. 
Nor is there any reason to lielleve that the new group as 


* political factor will be anv more permanent than KB prede- 
cessors. A turn in the e<nnomic situation, a decline, In the, 
cost of living or a restoration of the European wheat market 
might still bring Minnesota and other Northwestern States 
back to the fold of the old parties. 


But the the agrarian parties as political organizations 


have been ephemeral, their aggregate influence upon American 
life has by no means been negligible. Tho regulation of rull- 
ways, both by the States and the Federal Government, the 
establishment of. postal savings banks, the passage of anti- 
trust laws and the adoption of the income tax amendment 
must in large measure be ascribed to their efforts.

"Why not?" Johnson was asked. 
"Because the rljcht of America to 


pass laws as to what shall or shall 
not be permissible In her territo- 
rial waters has been openly chal- 
lenged and flouted by foreign na- 
tions," he replied. "The American 
people resent that, and their re- 
sentment will prevent modification 
of the law. 
If Congress were to 


remove the restrictions now peo- 
ple would say that. Congres* was 
knuckling to foreign demands and 
yielding to intimidation by foreign 
governments who deny us the right 
to make what laws wo wish In our 
own territory."

"What about the threat ot Euro- 


pean nations to pass laws In re- 
taliation that would require Ameri- 
can ships entering European ports 
to carry a 
specified 
amount of 


liquor and the intimation in many 
sources that foreign ships should 
cease to cull at American ports?" 
he was 'asked.

"No nation is going to be crazy 
enough to enact any such leglBla- 
tlon as that.

we had to. Europe would be the 
biggest loser by any such foolish 
policy Is that. 


"1 think, however, that this mat- 


ter of liquor on ships 
has been 


Kreatly '-xaggerated by the liquor 
people, who want to make trouble. 
I! la foolish to say that the ques- 
tion was raised by United States 
shipping interests who sought to 
remove some fancied inequalities 
of competition. Our dry ships are 
getting all tho business they can 
handle. I had to make my reserva- 
tlon two month In advance to g«!t 
passage on the George Washington, 
and it was tho 
first trip I ever 


made that I was not annoyed by 
drunken passengers."
